rom a revolver wlrch wei clutched in 
he right hand, the second finger pressed 
ipon the trigger, and the head lying on 
he leit arm, wb'oh was ci'rled up under 
t. Bu'sed above IT'S head was nn appar- 
mtly new .umbre"a, and had not the 
iloid and revolver bean \ sible he would 
lave been taken for a poi.,on enjoying a 
qx''et sleep; but the ugly wound and the 
ell-tale revolver were only tc j goad evi- 
dence of the rash act which hod been 
committed. 


THB CAUSE, 


The cause of the rash act is thi's told 


n the Bioonrngtou Leader of last even- 
ng: 


In bis pockets were found several 


matches, three 32-cp1"bre cartridges, sev- 
eral cards, bearing the names of Mrs. Hor- 
IOB F .ed and J. F. Rearoner and John

although the 
TV iter thoroughly exam- 


ined and peusecl its contents in obedi- 
ence to the last request of the nn'ortnnate 
young man, we withhold it from the pub- 
lic. It gave as a rep Ton for the rash act 
that he had contracted debts that he 
could not meet, and b's weakness was in 
the contraction of debts, perpetually 
borrowing money, and it was one which 
he could not overcome. He had tried 
time ait^r time to .overcome what be 
feared would be trs ro;n, but success did 
not follow Irs endeavors. He spoke 
r^ndly and tenderly of Irs innocent par- 
ents, who will be heart-broken at the 
reception of this sad news, and he also 
referred to the mysteries of the other 
world which he has now solved. 


The suicide was a student at Wesleyan 


University, and a stenographer who has 
done some work for the BBPTJK.IOAS. 
Since he hes been attending the Univer- 
sity he has made stenographic reports of 
sermons tor the papers there, and lately 
wrote a poem which brought him into 
prominence. A lister of the deceased 
committed suicide not long since, while 
the fanriy resided at Oerro Gordo.

Thewbrld has lost one of its.gfeat- 


est oxporimental chemists by the deatti 
of Alfred Nobel, the' inventor of dyn- 
amite, and tho man who made the' 
•wide use of nitro-glycerine practicable. 
The new explosive that Sombrero dis- 
covered in Paris forty-one years ago, 
by treating glycerine with aulphuric 
and nitric acid, wa» never practically 
applied until after years of experiment- 
ing. 
Nobel succeeded in producing ni- 


tre-glycerine in a form that admit- 
ted of comparatively safe handling. 


The knowledge of which Nobel's 


long investigations were the fruit was 
not obtained without tho sacrifice of 
some human lives. 
Among tho vic- 


tims of the terrible explosive ho per- 
fected was one of his brothers. Nobel 
was a Swede, and in the quarries of 
that country ho first demonstrated the 
efficacy of nitro-glycerine in its im- 
proved form. It was not long, how- 
ever, before the use of nitro-glycerine 
for blasting purposes was superseded 
by Nobel's latter discovery of dyna- 
mite, which is now generally regarded 
us the safest as well as one of thu most 
powerful of explosives. 


Few families of the present day have 


made so remarkable a record as that 
of tho Nobols. 
The father, who was 


in Iinmblo circumstances, won a com- 
fortable fortune at one stroke by a 
torpedo patent which lie sold to the 
Russian Government. - The brothers 
Ludwig and Albert created the present 
great petroleum industry of Baku. 
They substituted pipe lines for ox- 
wagons for the delivery of oil at the 
refineries; doubled tho yield of oil by 
improved methods of boring; invented 
the system of carrying petroleum in 
bulk in cistern steamers, which they 
found far more economical than the 
transport of oil in barrels, and devel- 
oped methods for the cheap transporta- 
tion of their product far and wide in 
Europe. 
While their brother Alfred 


became a great manufacturer of explo- 
sives, they have for years produced 
more refined petroleum than all the 
other European oil companies com- 
bined. A cable dispatch the other day 
reported that the project of piping 
petroleum from the Caspian to tho 
Blaok Sea, which originated with the 
Nobel brothers, is about to be carried 
out.—N. Y. Sun.

—Oatmeal Cakes.—Into a quart of 


cold water stir oatmeal enough to make 
it about as thick as hasty pudding. Be 
sure that the, meal is sprinkled i-ij so 
slowly, and that tho stirring is so act- 
ive, that the mush will have no lumps 
in it. Now put it on a tin pan, where 
it can spread out to half the thickness 
of a {common cracker, and smooth it 
down with a caso-knifc. Run a sharp 
knife across it so as to divide it into bhe 
sized pieces yon wish, and then place 
it in a warm oven and bake slowly, 
being careful, however, not to brown 
it. A little butter or suet rubbed over 
tho tin pan before spreading the mush, 
will prevent, sticking.
